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1, During the latter part of Cetober 1950, CH'N Ho-ch' ing (BE .42 2 “je ). a high- 
ae official of the Chinese Comnauriist Mineral Control Board, Lay (O Hanchen 
ue De ‘9 @ ), another official of the Board, and two Soviet advisers made an 
inspection tour of tungsten mines in northern Kwangturgand southern Kiangsi.. 
One of the Soviets was called To-ma-yeh-fu-ssu~chi.* 


2. The group inspected mines in Shihhsing (114-03, 25-02}, Lochtang (123=18, 25-08), 
Vengyvan (113 aos Ole 30), and Tayu (214-19, 25-30) Hsien, where deposits have 
been exploited for many years. They were very pleased with the possibility of 
starting large scale operations. 


3. On 5 November the group, traveling in three cars and guarded by a platoon af 
soldiers, was attacked by cuerrilias at a village about 2ix miles from 
Nanhsiung (114-17, 25-13). To-ma~yeh~fu-ssu~chi, LIAO, and 12 Comunict 
soldiers were killed, and one clerk and four Camunist soldiers wer 
captured, The guerrillas captured 18 rifles, one LUG, and handgrerades and 
other ammunition. One guerrilla was billed,
